CHARGE AGAINST AUXILIARY 
POLICEMEN. 

Our Galway Correspondent telegraphs :— 
Three memb ws of the Auxiliary Division of the 

LC. were acquitted by a court-martial at 
Renmore on a charge of being in possession of 
a number of articles for which they could not 
satisfactorily account. 

A cadet told the prosecutor that, acting on 
the instructions of his commanding officer, h, 
searched the kits of the accused. In one he 
found two civilian shirts, ten combs, two civilian 
caps, one hat, one pair of socks, nine toys, six 
of which bore the name of a local drapery 
establishment. In another he found two caps 
marked, one shirt, one hat, one pair of braces, 
three handkerchiefs, one and a half pairs of 
socks, three combs, five toys marked, six toys 
unmarked, and one hat. 

The witness, in reply to Mr. Ward, said that 
he could not trust his recollection as to all the 
items. 

Another cadet told Mr. Ward that he knew 
one of the accused to have lost his kit while 
he was being transferred to Ireland. 

Another witness told counsel that he saw 
some of the articles found in one of the kits 
in one of the accused men’s possession some 
time previously at his home. 

Mr. Ward said that the accused men were in 

ession of articles which every man was 
entitled to have. They might have been in 
anybody’s kit. As regarded the gentleman in 
whose kit the lady’s stockings were found, he 
had bought them to send home to his mother. 
The other matter was the ten combs belonging 
to another of the accused, and he had bought 
them for combing purposes at the canteen. 

The prosecutor said that they had officers of 
the Auxiliary Force found with excessive kits, 
wi'h half a dozen articles tied with the name 
of a certain man on them. The mere fact was 
enough to demand an explanation.

For 
this reason shrikes have from time immemorial 
been used in the capture of hawks. Tlie trap 
is a net and the actual bait is a pigeon. The 
only purpose served by the shrike is to notify 
the falconer by his chattering and scolding that 
a hawk is in the neighbourhood. He is provided 
with a lit turf house, into which he 
bolts for safety when the hawk shows signs of 
coming at the bait. 

It speaks ill for the sagacity and worse for the 
citizenship of British and Irish naturalists that 
of all our native hawks. it ts those that do good 
to farmer and poultry-raiser which are the most 
persec ited ahd the least often to be seen. The 
kite has been persecuted out of the country 
where it was once the commodgest of birds, and 
is now to be met with only rarely in,the more 
inaccessi! parts of Wales. Only the public. 
spiritedness of a few Jandowners prevents the 
insatiable naturalist from tracking it down and 
shooting even there. The honey bdzzard, 
which does incalculable good by waging war on 
wasps, and its relatives the buzzard and rough- 
legged buzzard, have only just managed to sur. 
In any other country it would have been 
made a crimina! offence to shoot ‘these noble 
birds or take their eggs, but in the British Isles 
“sport” is sacred. 

As an instance of the spirit of the averace 
naturadist I can cite a curmous case. Even twenty 
vears ago ee“ illectors were giving ten and 
twenty pounds for clutches of eggs of the honey

PUBLIC BODIES AND 
GOVERNMENT GRANTS. 


THE POSITION IN COUNTY 
WEXFORD. 


A statement has been issued by the Wexford 
County Oouncil in reference io the financial 
cruz, from which the following are extracts — 
By stoppage of the socalled Government 
“grants” the income of Wexford County Coun- 
cil has been reduced by £44,000. In addition 
the English Local Government Board has called 
on the rate collcetors to aid them in paralysing 
local administration by withholding the rafes, 
the property of the people of Wexford, and ad- 
ministered on their behalf by their chosen re- 
presefttatives. Every effort has been made to 
induce the rate collectors to range themselves 
on the side of Ireland, but the majority appear 
to be anxious to perpetuate English domination. 
Hence it is necessary for the people who believe 
in Irish Ireland (uo act, and to act at once. A 
suggestion has been made that each County 
Councillor should secure the names of from 
twelve to twenty men to advance (or be re- 
sponsible for an advance of) at least £50 to the 
Council on loan, and at current rate of in- 
terest. The advice of the recognised leaders of 
the country is to “hold fast,” but if the public 
lodies are driven back upon the Local Govern- 
ment Board the fight has been irretrievably 
No matter what action is taken after de- 
feat has been admitted, the country is ruined 
politically and economically, and men who are

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DESPATCH BY SIR G. F. MILNE. 

A supplement to the London Gazette of Tues-

Sir George then passes on to events in the 
Cancasus and Trans-Caspia, when, ih conse- 
quence of the diminteeration of the Russian 
Armies in 1918, the Turks had imvaded the 
Caucasus, and were in process of establishing 
the independent States of Aserbaiian and 
Dagestan. He speaks of how the small British 
foree which was in Baku had to evacuate that 
town, and of the reprisal of a two daye’ massacre 
of Armenians which followed. In October. on 
the receipt of the news of the conclusion of an 
armistice with Turkey, the British were ordered 
to re-occupy Baku as a preliminary measure 
to the expulsion of the Turks and 
Germans from the Caucasus. This occupation 
was duly effected on the 17th November, 
1918, and on 22nd December the 27th Division 
arrived at Bat-m, the leading troops advano- 
ing as far a& Tiflis. ~° 

The terms of the armistice with Turkey were 
enforced to the extent of the evacuation of the 
Turkish force into Turkish territory. Ags to the 
second point in the general policy, Sir George 
says that, « the arrival of the British at Baku, 
the whole stuation was chaotic. There was no 
attempt at either co-operation, mutual ex- 
change, or purehase between Georgia and 
Azerbaijan. The pumping of oil and carriage 
had ceased, and labour troubles were continual. 
All these difficulties, however, were finally over- 
come by careful handling under British manage- 
ment, and the industry was thus eaved from 
apparent ruin. The difficulty of maintaining 
law and. order is recounted in detail. In this 
territory, disputes as to the boundary occupied 
on the one side by the Volunteer Army, and on 
the other by Georgia and Azerbaijan, were the 
cause of many British difficulties, and ali 
attempts to make a permanent settlement were 
unsuccessful, and on September 9th, 1919, the 
British garrison at Gagri was withdrawn, leav- 
ing the rival parties to settle their difficulties 
as best they could. Similar difficulties are re- 
counted as to troubles in other districts. 

In his general remarks, Sir George Mline 
states that. the relations between the troops and 
the inhabitants were invariably friendly, and 
he pays a high tribute to the troops under his 
command, and to the work of the Royal Navy.
